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TO WAGE WAR ON 
PUNCTURE VINE 


Horticultural Inspector J. F. 
Anderson Receives Orders 
From Chief Coy to Fight 
Dangerous W 


J. F, Anderson, County Hor- 
ticultural. Inspector for this 
district, has received insirue- 
‘tions from Horticultural Com- 
missioner J. P. Coy to make a 
special effort for the eradiea- 
tion of the puneture vine in 
this section. 

This weed eauses a damage 
to automobile tires amounting 
to thousands of dollars each 
yenar, and by attaching it- 
self to tires and dropped along 
the. highways: it is constantly 
beihg distributed over larger 
areas. 

The. State Department of 
Agriculture gives the follow- 
ing description of this weed : 

Plant—A prostrate. annual, 
with long, trailing reddish 
stems branching radially from 
a central crown. 

Leaves—Opposite, compound, 
feather-like, silvery green, Cov- 
ered with coarse hairs. 

Flowers—Bright yellow, five 
petaled, about one-fourth inch 
in diameter. 

Fruit—A star-shaped bur- 
eluster borne on a short stem 
in the axils of the leaves, split- 
ting apart when mature in five 
burs or nutlets, each with two 
spines, so arranged that one 
spike always points upward. 
An ‘average plant will bear 
100 burs to the square foot, 
beginning when the plant is 
very small. and continuing 
throughout the whole season. 

Seeds—Two to five, usually 
three, in each bur or nutlet. 
Seeds are viable from ‘the 
time spines begin to stiffen. 

Seedlings—Do not appear at 
onee but continuously through- 
out the season, giving a suc- 
cession. of plants in all stages 
from spring to fall. 

Dissemination—By automo- 
bile tires, live stock, hay, bed- 
ding, gravel, ballast, irriga- 
tion water, agricultural seed, 
ete, 

Phe Department of Agricul- 
ture also calls attention to 
the following damages ¢aused 
by the puncture vine: Smoth- 
ers field crops; increases har- 
vesting cost of grapes, cotton, 
ete.; makes sore. mouths in 
cattle, sheep and horses; low- 
ers grade of hay, wool and 
cotton; injures workmen and 
barefoot children; reduces land 
values; ereates local restric- 
tions on movement of farm 
products. 

To control the puncture vine 
—Cultivate whenever plants 
appear; spray with light fuel 
oil or with 25 per cent light 
fuel oil emulsion when young 
plants appear and before burs 
form. 

If burs already formed, fol- 
low with a second treatment 
of light fuel oil, or 50 per 
cent light fuel oil emulsion 
after the burs have shrivelled 
and split apart. 

On irrigation ditches, road- | 
sides and other locations 
where plants are liable to be 
disturbed, it is important to 
spray before the burs form, 
as the burs are liable to be 
carried away before the sec- 
ond treatment.

YOUTH 1S KILLED! 


WHILE SLEEPING 
ON U.P. TRACKS 


SELECTS RIGHT - OF - WAY 
AS HIS SLEEPING 
QUARTERS 


Clyde F. Sanders Ground Be- 
neath Wheels of Train—A. 
J. Bowers Injured While En- 
deavoring to Rescue Friend 


Two youths hiking from Los 
Angeles to Spanish Forks, Utah, 
Jay down on the Union Pacific 
railroad tracks near Daggert Wed- 
nesday night to rest and falling 
asleep were not aroused until 
passenger train No. 8 bore down 
upon them, mangling and killing 
one and probably fatally injuring 
the other. 

Clyde F. Sanders, 19, was ground 
beneath the wheels of the locomo- 
tive and his body scattered along 
the railroad right-of-way for three 
quarters of a mile, while his com- 
panion, Arthur J. Bowers, 18, suf- 
fered a fractured left thigh bone, 
compound fracture of the left shin 
bone and a fractured right ankle. 
His body is covered with minor 
cuts and bruises. 

Waters Conducts Inquest 

Deputy Coroner Emmett Waters 
conducted an inquest in Yermo 
yesterday morning over the body 
of Sanders and accompanied Bow- 
ers to San Bernardino, where he 
was then taken to the General 
Hospita). Attendants said after his 
admittance that his condition is 
critical and that it is a question 
whether he will live. , 3 

Bowers told his rescuers at 
Yermo that he and Sanders were 
walking to their home in Spanish 
Forks when théy, becoming fa- 
tigued, lay down on the railroad 
right-of-way and fell asleep. Near 
midnight, Bowers heard the roar 
of the approaching pessenger train 
and attempted to wake Sanders. 
As the pilot of the engine neared 
him, he jumped but was caught ir 
midair and thrown to one side, 
where he lay until members of a 
freieht crew picked him up hours 
later. Sanders never knew what 
struck him and his body was torn 
to shreds. 

Train Speeds On Unwitting 

The sleeping passengers and the 
train crew were unaware that a 
life had been crushed out as they 
sped over the desert. Bowers lay 
along the rightof-way until the 
fireman of a freight train, coming 
from Daggert, noticed his frantic 
signals for help and told the en- 
gineer, who stopped the train. The 
crew picked up the injured youth 
and put him in the caboose, where 
they gave him first aid. 

He was taken to the hospital 
at Yermo and treated. He was 
moved to the General hospital this 
morning. 

Sanders and Bowers had graduat- 
ed from college last May-and had 
hiked to San Francisco where they 
visisted relatives and friends. After 
staying in the bay district for a 
few days they came to Southern 
California and visited relatives in 
Los Angeles.

Yesterday morning they left Los 


Angeles and started home. Th 
two youths were given rides until 
they reached Daggert and not hav- 
ing enough money to pay for a bed 
they decided tq walk the railway 
track until they found a good place 
to stay all night. A short distance 
east of Daggert Sanders and Bow- 
ers became tired. Sanders lay 
down with his head on one rail 
and his feet touching the other. 
Bowers dropped off to sleep with 
his head on the rail at Sanders’ 
feet and his feet on the opposite 
rail. 

The parents of both boys were 
notified of the tragedy today by 
County Coroner J. B. Hanna,

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Waiting for Cotton te Be Planted 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

Production of cotton in California increased 
58 per cent in 1925 until the crop is now over 
58,000,000 pounds. The harvested acreage has 
increased 33 per cent. 

Kern County has crowded Imperial County 
out of first place in the California list of cot- 
ton producing counties. The e tton produe- 
tion of Riverside County may sven exceed the 
value of its eitrus fruit crop. All through the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento Vaileys cotton is 
no longer an experiment. 

In Central California the cotton crop is re- 
garded as only in its infancy. Next year will 
see larger acreages in various counties. 

California has taken a permanent place as 
a cotton producing state, and is rapidly be- 
coming a leader. It is interesting.to note that 
in California the average yield of cotton is 
340 pounds to the acre, while for the country 
at large the average is 167.2 pounds to the 
acre, or less than half. 

A glance at the map shows the belt of cot- 
ton producing counties, beginning at Imperial 
and extending through Riverside County but 
jumping San Bernardino County to Kern 
County and continuing up the two great in- 
land valleys of the central and nothern por- 
tien of the state. 

We have never fully understood why cotton 
is not grown in San Bernardino County. An 
experiment in a small way last year was ap- 
parently snecessful. There is certainly no 
great -differenee between the climatic condi- 
tions of ‘those portions of Riverside and Kern 
Counties, for instance, that produce cotton, 
and portions of San Bernardino County. 

There are many problems in the cotton in- 
dustry, but so are there problems in every 
other industry. San Bernardino County  suc- 
cessfully produces citrus fruits.and grapes on 
an extensive scale, and there are probably no 
two branches of the general farming industry 


—Frem Hemet News 
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that are confronted with more serious prob- 
lems, either from a cultural or marketing 
standpoint. 

If San Bernardino County has sections suit- 
able for the cultivation of cotton the economic 
situation will eventually exert sufficient pres- 
sure that cotton will be produced in this coun- 
ty, but in the meantime we wonder if proper 
organipation could not hasten the day when 
this county will join others of California in 
this comparatively new industry of the state.

Tt has made possible a uni- 
form, and, therefore, a cheaper production of 
commodities with distribution and consump- 
tion of goods over a wide area, so that in 
America we now consider as necessities many 
things which were luxuries to the preceding 
generation. . 

‘Both labor and eapital are beginning to 
realize that they have a common interest in 
building up the great industries which are 
sources of wealth for all, and that in Amertea, 
with ‘the opportunities which it offers and the 
constant transition from poverty to wealth, 
there is no place for elass antagonisms or class 
warfare.
